We have great pleasure in laying before our read- 
ers the following valuable address delivered by 
Dr. Peter Parker, President of the Washington City 
Bible Society, at the late anniversary of that use- 
ful auxiliary. The high position of the respected 
author, who was for thirty years an eminent mis- 
sionary physician in China, and for six years the 
representative of our government in that Empire, to- 
gether with the striking testimony of the venerable 


. Professor Silliman, of Yale College, which is quoted 


at length, give great interest to this excellent and 
most timely production. It is published at our 
request : 

LapIEs AND GENTLEMEN :—We are assembled to 
celebrate the thirty-sixth anniversary of the Wash- 
ington City Bible Society. I renew the expression of 
my deep appreciation of the honour conferred upon 
me as its president, and pledge my best endeavours 
to discharge faithfully the duties of the office. 


that our lives have been spared another year, and 
that to an unprecedented extent the great object of 


the society has been promoted, as will appear from 


reports to be submitted. 

The tenor of my brief remarks is forced upon me 
by an important feature of the age. My attention 
has been arrested by the fact that a subject which 
has awakened the deepest interest in my own mind 
has been embodied in one of the resolutions adopted 
by the Patent Society, at its late anniversary in 
New York. It is in these words: “ Resolved, That 
from the wonderful coincidences already established 
between the Bible and Science, and from the con- 
stant change of ground by those who would bring 
them into conflict, we haye reason to believe they 
will ultimately be seen to be in perfect harmony.” 

A prelate of the Church of England has expressed 


the opinion that the “great problem of the present 


age is to reconcile faith with knowledge, philosophy 
with religion,” 

According to the Bible, and the belief of the Chris- 
tian Church, our world is about 6,000 years old. 
Yet we hear much of pre-Adamite man, of extinct 
infusoria, whose scarcely visible relics are contained 
in the earth in almost mountain masses, a cubic inch 
of which contains the cast-off shells of myriads on 
myriads of microscopic animalcules; we are also in- 
formed of the discovery of the Saurian imbedded in 
the earth millions of ages ago! 

We are told it is within the last three or four 
centuries that man has become acquainted with his 
real position in the universe; that he has measured 
the distance from that which is to us the great fount- 
ain of light and heat, that he has traced the orbits 
of Earth’s sister spheres, and calculated the paths of 
all their dependent worlds; that he has arrived at 
the knowledge of a law which appears to govern 
all matter, and whose remotest consequences, if first 
traced by his telescope, are found to have been writ- 
ten in his theory, or, if first predicted by his theory, 
are verified by his observations. 

I ask the indulgence of the society to read an ex- 
tract from a letter recently received from Professor B. 
Silliman, Sen., now upwards of eighty years of age, & 
man pre-eminent for enlightened and humble piety, 
and great scientific attainments. “You justly ob- 
serve that I stand on the confines of two worlds, 
looking back on the one,and forward to the other, now 
near at hand. .You would know how the two appear 
to me when brought sonear. I answer, they appear 
to me beautifully harmonious. ‘To one who walks 
by faith in this present world, all difficulties as to 
the harmony of the two disappear.” 

“Tig WorD AND THE WORKS OF GOD ARE NOT 


‘IN CONFLICT WHEN THEY ARE VIEWED BY THE 


UNITED LIGHT OF FAITH AND SCIENCE,” ‘ 

“ Faith is our pioneer and leader and guide in our 
journey to the better world. Science is our guide 
and instructor as regards this present world. God 
has given us two revelations; the one in written 
books, the other in his works. The latter constantly 
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illustrates the Author and Creator and Governor of 
all things; the former presents to us hopes of salva- 
tion, of which there is no trace in nature. In na- 
ture every thing is founded on law and penalty; the 
latter is exalted when the former is violated. In 
nature there is no trace of mercy, none for the for- 
giveness of sin and the salvation of the soul. Phys- 
ical nature abounds with marks of wisdom and be- 
nevolence, but there is no trace of a provision for 
the redemption of the sinner from the penalty of vi- 
olated moral law. I have no time or space for the 
full elucidation of this great subject, which has occu- 
pied my mind for many, many years, 

“The materials of our world and of all physical 
worlds were called into being by Almighty power, 
and then subjected to the operation of the laws 
which he established, and the things which ‘do ap- 
pear’ are, as to their form and object, the result of 
the operations of those laws through the ages. 
They represent the will of God in the physical 
world, as the Bible does in the moral world. The 
language of the Scriptures is adapted to popular ap- 
prehension and natural appearances, and not to sci- 
entific truths and discovery, which were reserved for 
the development of the human mind, and is a mine 
that will never be exhausted.” 

I am sure those who hear me, who are like cir- 
cumstanced with this learned and venerable man, 
standing like him in the neighbourhood of two 
worlds, soon to leave the present and enter the fu- 
ture, will appreciate and value these sentiments of 
our octogenarian Christian and man of science. 

There is in the day in which we live a special 
reason whygthe friends of the Bible should put forth 
united and vigorous efforts to circulate it without 
note or comment. For nearly 2,000 years the mad 
billows of infidelity have dashed themselves against 
the Bible, and been broken, and spent their force in 
vain. Like some towering rock in the midst of the 
ocean, which the billows from age to age have pol- 
ished, but not injured, the Word of God still stands 
in all its majesty and sublimity. 

Julian, Celsus, Porphyry, and Hierocles, in the 
early centuries of our era, and all along down the 
ages, a Joachim, the Calabrian Abbot (with his blas- 
phemously styled Everlasting Gospel,) a Spinoza, 
a Bolingbroke and Lord Herbert, Hume and Gibbon, 
and Voltaire, ete., and in the days now passing a 
Colenzo and Renan, not to speak of others of “the 
baser sort”? in our own country, have each, in dif- 
ferent ways, assailed the Bible. 

But it is a most striking verification of Divine 
promise in the prophecy of Isaiah, that “when the 
enemy shall come in like a flood, the Spirit of the 
Lord shall lift up a standard against him,” (Isaiah 
lix: 19) which we find in that Providence which 
presided over the centuries, that when evil geniuses 
have arisen to assail Christianity, the Spirit of Je- 
hovah has raised up men and endowed them with 
powers to defend it triumphantly. 

The names of Justin Martyr and Polycarp, in 
the first and second centuries, Bacon, Newton, 
Boyle, Hooker, Luther and Calyin, Doddridge and 
Chalmers, Edwards, Dwight and the Alexanders, il- 
lustrate my meaning. These men, clad in the pan- 
oply of Divine truth, an armour in comparison with 
which that of iron and steel of modern invention is 
as gossamer, have arisen and defended it triumphant- 
ly, till at length it has come to be acknowledged that 
truth, especially Revealed and Divine Truth, can 
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stand unshaken by perennial attacks; and error, 
though for centuries seemingly triumphant, must fall 
at last, and leave behind no ashes from which it 
may arise. 

Never was the Bible so precious to me as now. 
Never did I appreciate its importance to man, indi- 
vidually and nationally, as at this moment. Would 
that the friends of the Bible, the members and man- 
agers of this society, here in the metropolis of the 
nation, this great centre of national and moral in- 
fluence, would awake to a due interest in the para- 
mount object of our organization.

A Curious and Instructive Document, 

The following document we give to our readers, 
not only as a curiosity, but also as a means of in- 
formation and valuable suggestion. While looking 
through the State Library at Albany a few days since, 
(a magnificent library by the way, in all its ap- 
pointments, containing nearly 65,000 volumes,) we 
found the original paper, of which this is a copy, 
hanging in a neat gilt frame in one of the aleoves. 
No one ean look over this artless paper, which was 
sent out one hundred and seventy-five years ago 
from Philadelphia, inviting co-operation in the great 
work of printing “a large house Bible,’ without 
being thankful to God for the great progress which 
has been made in the enterprise of Bible printing 
and distribution, in this country, since that day, 
and without the conviction settling upon his mind, 
that God is most rapidly verifying his own most 
solemn promise, that ‘‘His Word shall not return 
to Him void.” If William Bradford could come up 
from his grave at this time, and entering the Amer- 
ican Bible Society’s House in New York, could wit- 
ness the printing and binding, and shipping of about 
five thousand copies of the Scriptures every day, 
and learn that over twelve hundred thousand copies 
are sent out from that great Bible depot every year 
into all parts of our own country, and of the world, 
what do we imagine would be his feelings? Would 
he, or could he then doubt, whether the Divine 
pledge is yet to be redeemed, and “the earth to be- 
come full of the knowledge of ihe Lord, as the wa- 
ers cover the sea ?”

2. That it shall contain the Old and New Testa- 
ment with the Apocraphy, and all to have useful 
Marginal Notes. 

3. That it shall be allowed [to those that sub- 
scribe] for twenty shillings per Bible [a price which 
one of the same Volumns in England would cost.] 

4, That the pay shall be half Silver Money, and 
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half Country Produce at Money Price. One half 
down now, and the other half on the delivery of the 
Bibles. 

5. That those who do subseribe for six, shall have 
the seventh gratis; and have them delivered one 
month before any above that number shall be sold 
to others. 

6. To those that do not subscribe, the said Bibles 
will not be allowed under 26 shillings a piece. 

7. Those who are minded to have the Common 
Prayer, shall have the whole bound up for 23 shil- 
lings; and those who do not subscribe, 26 shillings 
and sixpence per book. 

8. That as encouragement is given by Peoples 
subscribing and paying down one half, the said 
Work will be put forward with what expedition 
may be. 

9. That the Subscribers may enter their Subscrip- 
tions and time of Payment at Pheneas Pembertons 
and Robert Halls in the County of Bucks. At Ma- 
len Stacy’s Mill at the Falls. At Thomas Budd’s 
House in Burlington. At John Hastings in the 
County of Chester. At Edward Blakes in New 
Castle. At Thomas V. Voodroofs in Salem. And 
at William Bradfords in Philadelphia, Printer and 
Undertaker of the said Work. At which Places, the 
Subscribers shall have a Receipt for so much of 
their Subscriptions as paid, and an Obligation for 
the delivery of the number of Bibles [so Printed and 
Bound as aforesaid,| as the respective Subscribers 
shall deposite one half for. 

Also this may further give notice that Samuell 
Richardson and Samuell Carpenter of Philadelphia 
are appointed to take care and be Assistant, in the 
laying out of the Subscription money, and to see 
that it be employed to the use intended, and conse- 
quently that the whole work be expedited.

Kharpoot, 
FROM OUR AGENT IN THE LEVANT, 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June’29, 1864. 

My Dear Sir :—At the bottom of the large pile of 
Jetters which accumulated during my three months’ 
absence’ from home, I find one from Kharpoot, bear- 
ing date February 20th. It is a response to my 
request for information in regard to the labours of 
the colporteur, a part of whose time is given to Bible 


mgwork, in that field at the expense of our Society. 


The Writer of the letter is Rev. Mr. Wheeler, under 
whose supervision, and by whose agency in the 
main, during the past seven years, 4,752 Bibles and 
parts, and 6,996 other books, have been disposed of, 
and that by sale, with but few exceptions, in that 
mission field. You will be interested in the letter, 
and it will cheer you as much now as it would have 
done if it had been received in time to be incorpo- 
rated in my report, written and sent you on the 
same date, Feb. 20th. The letter says: 

“You ask, ‘Can you not give us a Bible letter ?” 
Well, yes, we can, and yet we cannot. We cannot, 
because the Bible work leaves us no time for writ- 
ing. We can, or rather must, because giving you, 
and through you the Society, the news, is a part of 
our work. Then, too, the least return we can make 
the Society for their special colportage grant, is to 
keep them informed of the progress of the work in 
our field. The winter snows prevent our getting 
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news from three of our fourteen out-stations, from 
which we hope to hear good news ere long, 

“You are aware that, during the year past, there 
has been a great amount of distress among the peo- 
ple here from poverty. All kinds of trade (including 
that in books), except that in cotton, have been at a 
stand still. Multitudes were too poor to buy even 
a Testament; and the result was, that for the first 
eleven months of last year very few were sold; 
but within the past three months, and especially 
within the past month, there has been a remarkable 
change for the better. Though their poverty has 
continued, and even greatly increased, yet the peo- 
ple began to feel more interest in obtaining and read- 
ing the Scriptures. An impulse was given to sales 
by the wholesale discount rule, aided by the reduc- 
tion in price which was made some time since, but 
which, in the utter stagnation of sales, I thought not 
best then to announce. When I announced that the 
large reference Bible could be had for thirty-five 
piasters, and twenty per cent. off to buyers of ten 
copies, and especially when I discovered among 
these Bibles were some injured ones, which I called 
‘the poor men’s Bibles,’ the rush became great, and 
in the space of. three weeks I sold from my own 
room, in lots of five and ten, about 100 Bibles; and 
if I had had them, could have sold more. I now 
have but two of the large reference Bibles in Arme- 
nian, and not one of the small octavo reference from 
New York, except the roan gilt, whose price—forty 
piasters—keeps poor men away. 

“The most encouraging feature of the work is 
the formation of Bible societies in several villages, 
each of which bought fifty Testaments, and entered 
zealously upon the work of selling them. Within 
two weeks I have furnished four such societies with 
their books, and hope to aid in establishing others. 
I take the liberty of making a grant of twenty-five 
piasters on ten Testaments, which they set aside as 
‘poor men’s Testaments,’ to sell at a discount to the 
poor. My stock of plain Testaments is now nearly 
out, and unless your boxes’ reach me soon, I shall 
have only gilt books, which are quite unsaleable here, 
To this remark, I should perhaps make an exception 
in the ease of the Armenian octavo reference Bible, 
New York edition, extra gilt. Having twenty of 
these, and finding my supply of ‘poor men’s Bibles 
gone, I one day took a basket of the ‘extras,’ and 
went from shop to shop among the rich men in the 
city, saying to each one, ‘My supply of “poor 
men’s’’ Bibles is exhausted, and I have come to sell 
you the “‘rich men’s” Bibles, so that yow may give 
or sell yours to the poor.’ . In one day I sold twelve of 
.those Bibles, and the interest awakened was such that 
two of the societies spoken of above were formed, one 
in this city, and one by some villagers present here. 
That day and the following I sold 3,000 piasters’ 
worth of books. But the good work does not end 
here. Our church members in the city, and those 
in several of the villages, having waked up also to 
the importance of enlightening the regions around, 
began that work, and now, on an average, twelve 
persons from the city go regularly every Sabbath, 
two and two, to neighbouring villages, to read the 
Scriptures to the people. In this way a light has 
been kindled in one of the darkest villages in all the 
region—Korpeh, six miles distant—where, hitherto, 
neither missionaries nor any one else could do any 
thing, except patiently receive abuse; and for the 
| first time in my seven years’ stay here, I have seen 
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a person from Korpeh in my room. Four have come 
within two weeks for books, the tract primer, of 
which, unfortunately, I now have none, having sold 
some 800 within four months. Had I now as many 
more, I could sell them within a month. One of the 
village Bible and missionary societies stirred up such 
an interest in another large Armenian village (in 
which we had laboured rug, almost in vain, and 
finally left it), that they employed a teacher, paying 
all his salary himself. They also established a 
Protestant school, which has now fifty scholars, who 
use only our books, so far as they can get them. 
But we have no primers, and had not a week ago 
when they came to get their books for the school. 
The Bible has found its way recently into several 
entirely new villages; and with our two to three 
hundred unsalaried, earnest booksellers, we hope 
soon to see it enter many more, as well as hundreds 
of houses, and, by God’s grace, hearts too, where 
before its precepts were unknown. I add a state- 
ment of books sold at this station and its out-stations 
since January, 1858: 


Books sold. 1858, 1859, 1860. | 1861 and 1862. | Since Jan., 1863. 
Bibles and parts.. 1,658 2,241 853 
Other volumes... 2,741 2,281 1,974 


Of the sales since Jan., 1863, at least three fourths 
have been made within two months. We hope that 
several new societies will soon be formed at out- 
stations, and in all parts of the field a new impulse 
will be given to the work. In comparing sales of 
the present with preceding years, it should be taken 
into account that in them [ sold many copies of the 
Psalms and Pentateuch, and other small fragments 
of the Scriptures, of which I now have, and intend 
to have, none. A man who gets the Psalms, or any 
fragment of the Bible, says, ‘T have the Bible,’ and 
is too apt to rest satisfied. I would therefore sell 
only the Bible and Testament. 

“Let me urge the speedy preparation at New 
York—not in Constantinople—of three things : 

“1, A good royal 8vo, or, better still, 4to, family 
Bible. ; 

‘“¢9. Testament and Psalms in large print for the 
aged; it would also be used extensively in schools. 

“3, Testament and Psalms in fine print.”’ 

I should add, that since the middle of April, more 
than a thousand copies of the Bible and New Test- 
ament have been forwarded to Kharpoot from the 
depot here in Constantinople. We hope to hear that 
they also have been put into speedy circulation.

The American Bible Society, 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 4th 
inst., at half past three o’clock, P..M.; William B. 
Crosby, Esq., Vice President, in the Chair, assisted 
by Benj. L, Swan, Esq., Vice President. 

The Rey. Joseph T. Duryea read the third chap- 
ter of Proverbs, and offered prayer. 

Six new auxiliaries were recognised ; of which, 
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four are in Western Virginia, one in Ohio, and one 
in Missouri. 

Encouraging accounts continue to be received from 
Western Virginia. The reorganization of the society 
at Brownsville, Texas, was announced. 

Communications were received from E. H. Porter, 
Esq., president of the Memphis and Shelby County 
Bible Society, returning thanks for books for the 
rebel army, and showing the arrangements made 
for the distribution of them; from Mr. P. R. Hunt, 
Madras, in regard to agency in India, and sending 
his fiscal and book account; from Rev. S. L. Bald- 
win, of the Methodist mission at Fuh Chau, China, 
sending the fiscal and book account of that mission ; 
from Thomas E. Sunderland, Lima, Peru, returning 
thanks for a grant of books, and giving account of 
the distribution ; from Rev. A. G. Simonton, Rio de 
Janeiro, as to agency of this Society in Brazil; from 
Rev. Dr. Bergne, Secretary of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society, in regard to the old Slavie and 
the Slavic and Bulgarian Testaments, and the trans- 
lation of the Bible into the Azerbijan Turkish lan- 
guage ; from the Rey. Dr. Perkins, Oroomiah, on the 
latter subject, and in regard to an agency for this 
Society in Persia; from Rev. I. G. Bliss, Constanti- 
nople, in regard to electrotyping the Arabic Serip- 
tures, recommending that the old Slavic Testament 
and the Slavic and Bulgarian Testaments be electro- 
typed at the Bible House, and other matters; from 
Rev. L. H. Gulick, Honolulu, secretary of the Ha- 
waiian mission, returning thanks for resolution of the 
Board to electrotype the Hawaiian Family Bible, and 
as to arrangements for reading the proof sheets. 

Grants of books were made to the American 
8. 8. Union; to the Presbyterian Board of Missions 
in the Benga language; to the American and For- 
eign Bible Society ; to the American Bethel Society ; 
to the U. 8.’Christian Commission, for the Atlantic 
coast, the Gulf of Mexico, and New Orleans; to the 
Memphis and Shelby County Bible Societ¥ for the 
trans-Mississippi rebel army and citizens ; and books 
to the value of $600 to supply new and destitute 
counties in Iowa, with eight volumes in raised letters 
for the Blind. The number of volumes donated at 
this meeting was 60,367, besides the $600 worth 
for Iowa. 

Agents were appointed for the Army of the Poto- 
mac and that of the Cumberland. 

The Committee appointed at the last meeting to 
draw up a suitable expression of the sentiments of 
the Board on the decease of the Hon. Joseph C. 
Hornblower, one of the oldest Vice Presidents of the 
Society, presented their report, which was adopted. 

The receipts for July were $41,926 45; the is- 
sues, 132,397 volumes.

Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society. 

During the month of June, reports were received 

from twenty-nine of the Society’s Agents, and the 
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results of their labours are as follows: Auxiliaries 
visited, 141; Bible meetings held, 220; anniversa- 
ries attended, 54; societies organized, 33; sermons 
and addresses delivered, 248; letters and circulars 
sent, 4,267; miles travelled, 14,208; amount col- 
lected, $11,096 94; amount received from the sale 
of books, $3,124 19; amount paid into the treasury 


in New York, $13,985 82; amount paid into the, 


treasuries of auxiliaries, $1,717 36; subscriptions 
secured, $7,288 64: families visited, 14,527; fam- 
ilies found destitute, 700; destitute families sup- 
plied with the Scriptures, 603 ; destitute individuals 
supplied, 191; Sabbath schools supplied, 21; vol- 
umes distributed in the army and navy, 995; vol- 
umes circulated by sale, 609; and volumes circu- 
lated by donation, 960.

Hon. Joseph €, Hornblower. 

At the stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the American Bible Society, held on Thursday, 
August 4th, a select committee, consisting of the 
Rev. Thomas De Witt, D.D., and Francis Hall, Esq., 
presented the following minute and resolution in 
relation to the decease of the late Hon. JosepH 
C. HornBioweEr, one of the Vice Presidents of the 
Society, which were unanimously adopted : 

Of the officers and efficient friends of the American 
Bible Society in the early period of its history, but 
few now remain. They have successively passed 
from the scene of their toil to the “rest which 
remains for the people of God.’’? To that number is 
now added the name of the Hon. Joseph C. Horn- 
blower, who died at his residence, in the city of 
Newark, on the eleventh day of May last, in the 
eighty-eighth year of his age. He was a warm 
friend of the Society, and in 1840 was elected one of 
its Vice Presidents. 

Judge Hornblower was born in 1777, in the vicin- 
ity of the city of Newarx, in which place he after- 
wards resided during life. He entered early in the 
profession of law, which he prosecuted with indus- 
try, success, and a high reputation. He became soon 
distinguished, not only for his professional attain- 
ments, but for his general standing and influence in 
the community. 

In 1832 he was chosen Chief Justice of the State 
of New Jersey, which position he occupied till 1846, 


‘Wheeehe retired at the age of seventy. He was 


acknowledged by the profession as a profound and 


accurate jurist, ranking among the most distin- 


guished in our land. . 

In early manhood he united himself with the 
First Presbyterian Church in Newark, where he 
officiated a great number of years as a valued ruling 
elder. He yielded his cordial sympathy and active 
support to the various institutions designed to pro 
mote the cause of Christ, and the interests of suffer- 
ing humanity. The light which dawned in his 
early years, shone more and more to the close of his 
long life. As he gradually descended to the grave, 
the Bible, which had been his counsellor and com- 
fort during life, was his constant companion, and 
gave him peace and victory in the closing scene. _ 

In this view, the Board of Managers of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society resolve— 

1. That they hold in grateful remembrance the 
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late Chief Justice Hornblower, for the happy influ- 
ence which he exerted, in the important position 
which he occupied in the community and in the 
Church ; and for the deep interest which he felt, 
and the active co-operation which he extended to 
this Society. 

2. That the above preamble and resolution be 
transmitted to the family of the late Chief Justice 
Hornblower, with the expression of their condolence 
in their bereavement, and their prayer that the 
Bible which he loved may minister unto them holy 
consolation, and conduct them to everlasting reunion 


in Heaven.

Reports of Agents. 

Rey. Dr. HartsHorn, of NorTHEASTERN OHIO and 
WESTERN VIRGINIA, writes: ‘The labours of the month 
past have been about equally divided between the 
two fields committed to my care. I have been greatly 
cheered by unexpected fruit on every side in that of 
Western Virginia. The promise there is truly encour- 
aging. That field will yet yield an abundance of fruit. 
The destitution of the Scriptures there is truly great; 
but the people receive them with joy, and contribute 
for their circulation with a liberality that would form 
no unworthy example for other portions of the country. 
We have formed two new county societies, auxiliary to 
the American Bible Society, during the past month; 
one of which has already raised about $600 in donations, 
more than enough to supply all the destitute in the 
county. Both societies have distributers employed in 
canvassing and supplying their respective fields. The 
Wheeling Bible Society has been resuscitated and placed 
upon a good working basis. A faithful distributer is at 
work there, and he has already visited 1,000 families, 
and supplied 100 of them, which were destitute, with 
the Word of Life.” 

Mr. GuILD, of RHopE IsLANnD, speaks of his having 
twice visited the United States hospital at Portsmouth 
Grove, near Newport; of his furnishing the soldiers 
theregvith the Scriptures; and of the great gratitude 
and pleasure which they manifested upon receiving this 
noble gift. 

Rev. Mr. De Poy, of WESTERN NEw York, reports 
having visited four auxiliaries and five Bible commit- 
tees; attended and addressed three annual meetings of 
auxiliaries, and one ministerial association; delivered 
sixteen Bible sermons and addresses; travelled in be- 
half of his agency 1,611 miles, 319 of which were by 
stage and private conveyance; sent sixty-eight letters 
and circulars; remitted to the treasury in New York 
$556 12, and received subscriptions to the amount of 
$258 60. ‘‘The annual meetings of the auxiliaries have 
been of more than usual interest.” “In Cattaraugus 
County, preliminary arrangements have been made for 
an entire reorganization of our Bible work.” ‘The late 
battles,” he continues, “have been terribly destructive 
to our Western New York regiments, and unusual calls, 
as a consequence, are making upon the contributions of 
the people; but I think that the churches will not for- 
get their Bible contributions. Thus far, the collections 
for this object have continually increased.” 

Rey. Mr. Brersn, of CONNECTICUT, speaks in very 
gratifying terms of his visit to the General Association 
of that State, at its recent sessions in the city of Hart- 
ford; says that Mr. Denton is now canvassing and sup- 
plying the town of Stafford, under the direction of the 
Rockville Bible Society; and states that he is to enter 
upon the same work in Hartford and vicinity in the 
early part of September. 

Rey. Mr. Jones, of Iowa, states that faithful canyass- 
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least one to each small room of eight or ten persons ; 
and four or five to the larger rooms containing sixty 
to eighty persons; and we gave a Testament to ev- 
ery man who would accept of one. As several lots 
of prisoners have arrived since the distribution was 
made, there must be room among them for further 
donations. 

Since our last receipt of Bibles and Testaments, 
we have supplied on the island, with Testaments, 
the 23d and the 82d Pennsylvania regiments ; 
the 65th New York, and another New York regi- 
ment, the number of which I cannot now call to 
mind. Since the brigade left, we have supplied the 
130th and the 171st Ohio National Guards previous 
to their leaving for the South. 

The 128th Ohio regiment is permanently here. 
The bulk of the regiment has but lately arrived, 
and the work of distribution in it is not yet complete. 
The donation which you have just sent us will ena- 
ble me to complete the work. In this work I have 
only one embarrassment: every man wants a Bible. 
In the field service the soldier wants a small book, 
as he cannot carry a large one. But here, every 
man can keep as many books as he pleases without 
inconvenience. So I have many requests for Bibles; 
and I know them to be well used, and much read. 
I am very thankful for the donations which your 
Society have made to this post; and know that we 
have received our full share, indeed as much as 
your means will allow you to donate; but I state 
these facts, that you may understand that you can- 
not at any time send us too many Bibles, for the 
reason that, among both prisoners and guards, there 
is always a demand. 

I will always be happy to act for the American 
Bible Society, in the good work of circulating the 
Word of God among our soldiers. It gives me access 
to the hearts of the men; and I enjoy the work 
very much.

The Bible Work in Maine, 

The following extracts from letters just received 
from Maine afford pleasing evidence that the Bible 
work in that portion of our country is still prose- 
cuted with earnestness and success : 

Mr. John Kilby, treasurer .of the Washington 
County Bible Society, writes: ‘I am happy now to 
be able to write you, that we have finished up the 
work of canvassing and supplying the county with 
the Scriptures, having been engaged in the work 
for about a year; that the population of the county 
is upwards of 40,000 ; and that our agent has visited 
nearly every family in the prosecution of his work. 
Notwithstanding a large portion of the county is 
quite thinly inhabited, the Bibles and Testaments 
sold or donated by him amounted to over fifteen 
hundred dollars; and I am happy to add that our 
indebtedness at the same time amounts to only a 
little over two hundred dollars. For all this we 
heartily acknowledge the good hand of our God.” 

Mr. Isaac Rogers, treasurer of the Franklin County 
Bible Society, writes: “ Within the last two or three 
years, we have done a very good work in our county. 
We have obtained and put into circulation from two 
to three hundred dollars’ worth of Bibles and-Testa- 
ments ; and this in addition to that which has been 
done by other societies, which have furnished them- 
selves elsewhere. We have visited the Dead River 
settlements, which are some sixty miles above us, 
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and supplied the inhabitants with the priceless treas- 
ure; and in various other ways we have been scat- 
tering the good seed of God’s holy Word. We should 
have been glad to have done more than we have ; 
but with the means.at our disposal, we are thank- 
ful to the adorable Author of divine revelation that 
He has enabled us to do so much. 

“We are greatly rejoiced at what the Parent 
Society has been, and still is doing in this great 
and holy Cause. May its means ever be ample to 
do all that is needed to be done, to fill this dark 
world with the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God, as it shines in the face of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

The condition of the York County Bible Society 
may be inferred from the pleasing fact just com- 
municated to us by the secretary, Rev. F. E. Fel- 
lows, that it had quite recently voted a donation of 
two hundred dollars to the Parent Society. Under 
the direction of a well chosen band of officers that 
society is nobly answering the end of its organiza-

The Bounty Money of a Converted Deceased Soldier 
Consecrated to the Bible Cause, 


The following letter, which we have just received 
from Mr. Joseph B. Breed, of Rindge, N. H., tells a 
most tender and affecting story, and will draw tears 
from many eyes: 

Dear Sir :—Within you will find a check for one 
hundred dollars. This is a government bounty that 
falls into my hands in consequence of the death of a 
son in connexion with the army. This beloved son 
had been the subject of many prayers from his birth, 
that he might be fitted, by God’s grace, to labour in 
the vineyard of Christ. Having completed a part 
of his coilege course, he enlisted in the service of his 
country without a change of heart. Bui in the mer- 
ey of a faithful and covenant keeping God, he called 
after him by his Spirit, and led him to put his trust 
in the atoning love of the Saviour. And he was en- 
abled to die with the chegring words upon his lips: 
“All is perfect peace and joy with my soul, for 
through Jesus Christ I am reconciled to my heaven- 
ly Father.” 

This money having, in the providence of God, 
fallen into my hands, I consecrate it to the blessed 
work of spreading the Word of God among the needy ; 
partly as a thank offering to God for his grace be- 
stowed upon my son, and partly from a desire that 
1t may promote the cause of truth, I cheerfully devote 
it to this object; and with it I give my unworthy 
prayers also, that this earthly treasure may become 
the means in God’s hands of seattering widely the 
incorruptible seed of his kingdom, and in this way, 
of accomplishing more for the promotion of the Sa- 
viour’s kingdom,. and the glory of God, than my 
dear son could have done during a long life devoted 
to the service of his Master.

From the thirtieth annual report of the Mary- 
land State Bible Society we learn that the receipts 
of that society the past year amounted to $14,324. 
34; and that its issues of Bibles and Testaments 
amounted to 52,686 volumes, “A review of the 
year’’ says the report, “shows that we scarcely keep 
pace with the immetliately preceding twelve months : 
and that, in some respects, we fall behind the work 
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then reported. It is true, that a very large item of 


our distribution in the preceding year arose from the | hearts 


military demand, which, in its nature, and from the 
fluctuations of military movements, is an uncertain 
basis of calculation.” 


The society has employed three colporteurs in the | 


city of Baltimore, and in the counties of Caroline, 
Queen Ann, and Worcester. The Young Men’s Bi- 
ble Society of Frederick County has just closed the 
forty-fourth year of its labours, and is represented 
to be in a very prosperous condition. The Ladies 
Branch Bible Society is also stated to be faithfully 
fulfilling its mission. The Salisbury Female Bible 
Society, and the Female Bible Society of Somerset 
County, both report an increasing interest in the Bi- 
ble cause in their respective districts. 

“The board are still engaged,” says the report, 
“in transmitting to the South the donations of the 
Scriptures from the Parent Board in New York. 
All the difficulties which attended the introduction 
of the plan have been removed on both sides of the 
hostile lines, and the shipments, as they now come 
in large numbers from New York, are forwarded by 
way of Fortress Monroe to their Southern destina- 
tion.” 

The report speaks in fitting terms of the death of 
Mr. Charles D. Hawks, who had for many years 
served the society with distinguished fidelity as its 
treasurer. 

This society centres in the city of Baltimore, and 
the following gentlemen are its officers elect: Rev. 
Isaac P. Cook, president ; Patrick Gibson, treasurer ; 
Thomas J. Fluharty, recording secretary ; Joseph R. 
Snyder, corresponding secretary; Rev. Thomas My- 
ers, general agent, and Rev. Thomas H. Quinan, 
city agent. 

Venezuela. 

We have received a communication from Mr, W11- 
Liam H. Guticx, of Caraccas, from which we make 
some extracts. It appears that the prospects for Bi- 
ble distribution in that country are not so flattering 
as some suppose. 

Caraccas, May 6th, 1864. 

Dear Sir :—I ought to have reported myself to 
you long ere this, having in my possession so valua- 
ble an assortment of the publications of your Society. 

As I have just been writing the Tract Society, I 
deem it essential to the permanency of any work 


m,.«that_I may do here for your Societies, that there 


should be a committee of responsible gentlemen who 
would receive your books, put them in circulation, 
remit you any moneys that might accrue from sales, 
and hold themselves open to receive communica- 
tions from you. 

If I should leave this place, as it is quite possible 
I may, before the Bibles, ete., | have on hand are dis- 
posed of, I shall pass them into the hands of ; 
who will report to you in time whatever may be 
done with them. It is a very difficult matter to get 
rid of them by sale; but yet I do not despair of the 
people being some day awakened to an appreciation 
of the value of the Word of God. I have refrained 
from giving them away at all freely, though per- 
haps I will be induced to do so to a greater extent, if 
I find it impossible otherwise to dispose of them. 

Much regretting that I cannot send you a more 
‘encouraging report, but still hoping that my labours 
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may be instrumental in awakening these hardened 
to a love for the Bible, I remain, etc., 
Wo.

Encouraging from Italy. 

We have just received a very interesting commu- 
nication from the Rev. William Clark, of Milan, in 
Italy, from which we extract the following encour- 


aging statement in relation to the Bible work in 
that kingdom : 


“T have spoken of a better class of men for agents 
in your ‘work. You may ask, where can they be 
found? It may serve for a reply, by telling you, 
that the number in this city, more or less under the 
influence of Gospel truth, cannot be less than two 
thousand ; and probably this estimate is far too low. 
In the free evangelical movement, there are five 
hundred communicants in the church itself, There 
are men springing up in the church in great num- 
bers—good, faithful, intelligent, energetic men. The 
entire church is one Bible class, or theological 
school, studying the Scriptures nearly every even- 
ing in the week. There is perhaps no other place 
where such an amount of material is being prepared 
for Bible and other evangelical work. I ean find 
men for your work, as many as you may desire me 
to employ. As yet, I have employed but four, 
knowing your appropriations to have been small, I 
have furnished Bibles at two different places, and 
employed a Bible woman in this city. I would like 
to employ five at least; and as many as ten or 
twelve might be employed in the different parts of 
the city.”

Japan 

The following extract from a letter from Rev. Dr. 
Hepzurn, in reply to a letter of inquiry from us, 
may be acceptable to many of our readers, as show- 
ing, to some extent, the condition and prospects of 
the Bible work in Japan. We regret that the pros- 
pect there is not more encouraging. But we trust 
in God, and wait the openings of his providence : 

YOKAHAMA, JAPAN, Feb. 11th, 1864. 

I received your favour of Noy. 2d a few days ago, 
making inquiries about the translation of the Bible, 
which you saw by the Report of the Board I was 
engaged in. 

I have made the study and translation of various 
parts of the Bible a part of my daily work with my 
teacher for some two years or more, going over 
some of the Gospels two or three times, and if every 
thing was favourable, should endeavour at once to 
prepare some parts for the press, and gradually 
print the whole Scriptures; but as affairs in this 
country now are, this is out of the question. It 
could, at present, only be printed on blocks, eut in 
this country. This would have to be done with the 
greatest secrecy, and at the risk of life to every one 
engaged in it; and if published, it would only be re- 
ceived and read in secret at no small danger. These 
considerations have induced me to lay the subject 
aside for the present, and wait for a more propitious 
time, in the meantime devoting myself to other im- 
portant labours which will fit me all the better for 
the work of translation when J resume it, which I 
hope may be ere long. I hope, when the Scriptures 
are translated into Japanese, the other missionary 
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brethren here will be able to join with me in this 
work, and when we are ready to engage in the pub- 
lication of them, we shall certainly let you know, 
and request your aid, 

The difficulty of translating the Bible into Japa- 
nese has been much lessened by the labours of our 
brethren in China. The Chinese written language 
and literature are almost as much the written lan- 
guage and literature of the Japanese as of the Chi- 
nese. They have adopted them bodily. Educated 
men in Japan read the Chinese Bible with as much 
facility as a Chinaman. Having thus the Chinese 
translation as a foundation, with an intelligent 
teacher, and a fair knowledge of Japanese, our work 
of translation would not be attended with the dif- 
ficulties which some missionaries have had to en- 
counter. 

Affairs here do not seem settled. The Japanese 
government are making every effort to get foreign 
nations to give up this place, and confine trades and 
foreign communication to Nagasaki and Hakodadi. 
It is not likely that they will succeed.

The Syriac Scriptures and the Nestorians. 
OROoMIAH, PERSIA, Feb. 19, 1864. 
My Dear Sie :—I have had the pleasure of receiv- 
ing a beautiful copy of the Bible in English, for- 
warded to me by your Agent, the Rev. I. G. Bliss. 
I beg, through you, to thank the Society most heart- 
ily for this gift, which I very highly prize, alike for 
its intrinsic value and interest, and the source from 
which it comes tome. This beautiful copy of God’s 
Word naturally carries my thoughts back over a pe- 
riod of thirty years, during which, a leading object 
of my labours has been to furnish that Word to the 
Nestorians. It leads me back to the day and the 
spot when and where I translated the Lord’s prayer, 
as the first effort at reducing to form the spoken lan- 
guage of the Nestorians, the modern Syriac. From 
that very humble beginning great and blessed results 
have been realized. The tiny spring. then just oozing 
from the surface, has long been a fertilizing branch 
of the river of God. The Holy Scriptures have been 
translated into that language, and have been printed 
here, by means furnished by your Society, in both 
the ancient and modern Syriac languages, in paral- 
lel columns, and separately in the latter language— 
the Old Testament as translated from the Hebrew, 
and the New Testament from the Peshito version of 
the ancient Syriac, with the difference between that 
and the Greek Teztus Receptus on the margin—in 
repeated editions. The whole Bible has also been 
printed with references ; and we have at length suc- 
ceeded in reducing the beautiful Syriac type, from 
the large bold stroke of the manuscripts, to a form 
so small, that the Scriptures may henceforth be ad- 
vantageously furnished in volumes nearly as small 
as in our own language, as you have an ocular dem- 
onstration in the Syriac New Testament which you 
are now printing in New York, under the superin- 
tendence of my much respected associate, Dr. Wright. 
It has been a matter of great satisfaction to me 
to be permitted, by your Society, to avail so largely 
of the venerable Peshito version of the Scriptures, 
in furnishing them to the Nestorians—the only ver- 
sion that had ever been used in this ancient church, 
for which they, of course, cherish the deepest rev- 
erence, and which can hardly be reckoned as much 
inferior in authority to the Greek Textus Receptus ; 
of which latter, one of high authority justly remarks : 
“The received text of the Greek Testament is found- 
ed on the texts of Erasmus and of the Compluten- 
sian editors. Both these texts were printed from 
modern manuscripts, and therefore, comparatively 
speaking, the authority of the received text is not 
high.”* The same writer also says: “The Peshito 
(or literal) Syriac version of the Hebrew and Greek 
Scriptures belongs probably to the first century, and 
being very literal, it is of great value in determining 
the original text.’”’+ 
It has also been a matter of great satisfaction to 
us, to prepare the Holy Scriptures for a people who 
cherish so strong a veneration for them as do the 
Nestorians, who receive them so eagerly and thank- 
fully, and read and study them so faithfully. In 
addition to their general distribution among the Nes-

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torians, in the attractive and very acceptable forms 
which I have named, where they have been dili- 
gently used in families and Sabbath schools, they 
have also been the leading textbooks in our two 
seminaries, the graduates of which go forth possess- 
ing very great familiarity with the Sacred Volume. 
Blessed revivals have found a congenial soil in minds 
and hearts thus enlightened and imbued by God’s 
Word, and marvellous fruits of these refreshings 
from the presence of the Lord are the blessed results 
so richly realized. The Holy Scriptures are sought 
and used with unabated interest by the Nestorians, 
and a glorious harvest is in prospect here, not only 
among this people, but also from Persians, Koords, 
and Armenians, to whom Nestorian preachers are 
already extensively breaking the bread of eternal life. 

The memory of Mr. Breath, our printer—who 
went to his rest and reward more than two years 
ago, after twenty years of indefatigable and most 
successful labours here in printing and type-cut- 
ting—is very precious and grateful, in connexion 
with the Scriptures among the Nestorians. 

In reiterating my thanks to you and your Society 
for the very beautiful volume you have sent me, in 
token of my labours on the Scriptures, I may not 
omit also to express to you the deepest gratitude of 
our mission, and of the Nestorians, for all you have 
done to give the Scriptures so bountifully and ac- 
ceptably to this hungering people, multitudes of 
whom throughout eternity will bless the American 
Bible Society.

Lima, 

Some time ago, at the suggestion and request of 
Mr. J. H. Lyman, we sent some books to Lima, to 
be distributed by an active Christian man in that 
city. We have received a letter from him, giving an 
account of his labours, from which we make the 
following extracts: 

Lima, June 12, 1864. 

My Drar Sir :—I received your liberal donation 
of Testaments and other books, and have distributed 
them, as I hope, according to your wishes. There 
being no prohibition in this place against the Bible 
without notes, I had no difficulty in finding readers. 
The books were received gladly and without hesita- 
tion by all those to whom I offered them, and, with 
very few exceptions, with an innate knowledge that 
I told those 
to whom I gave them that the North American Bible 
Society had sent them to me to distribute among them, 
and they invariably answered that you were very 
kind to think of them. I believe that good has been 
done, but how much I cannot say. The farmer can 
very readily go to his field, and rake up a few grains 
to see whether his corn is springing up or not, but 
yet cannot judge of the whole field by a few grains. 
So it is with me here. As the seed is small, I hope 
it has fallen into good ground. We may all rest 
assured, that He who gave us its mustard size is 
now attending the growth of it in the hearts of some 
of his creatures in this place, and leading them on 
in the path which they know not, with all wisdom 
and prudence.. Some of your Testaments are by 
this time some hundreds of leagues from this city ; 
and, could I judge of the use made of them by the 


solicitude:of those that were going away to possess 
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them, I would at once say that they had done a 
great deal of good. 

I gave four or five of the Testaments and some 
other books to a Peruvian priest to distribute among 
his friends. They said they liked them. The Chi-: 
nese Testaments, with the exception of one, are still 
in my possession. As yet, I have only found one 
who understands the hieroglyphics in which they are 
written; but I shall, no doubt, find some others 
before long. It is my opinion that the Gospel must 
reach the great body of the Chinese (there are thous- 
ands of them in this place) through the medium of 
the Spanish language. 


BSI BLE Ls 
The Bible in France, 

We extract the following encouraging passages 
from a letter lately received from the secretary of 
the French and Foreign Bible Society, the Rev. 
J. J. Audebez. They will be read with peculiar 
interest. 


We have had on this point, in these latter days, 
encouragement somewhat unexpected. The publi- 
cation of “The Life of Jesus’? by M. Renan—that 
book without historic base, in which the moral char- 
acter of the Lord, his history and his work, have 
been so deplorably misrepresented—has just made 
the eminent men among the Roman Catholic clergy 
understand that a work of this sort could not find in 
France such a welcome as it met with, if the Gospels 
had been read there beforehand. This has induced 
them to publish a new translation from the Vulgate. 
It is an involuntary homage to the aim and useful- 
ness of the Bible societies, and of which the point of 
departure, you see, is in the very church which has 
always shown itself least favourable to the diffusion 
of the Holy Scriptures. 


Another testimony, equally significant and not 
less encouraging, is found in some words uttered a 
few days since in the heart of our legislative body 
by one of its most distinguished members, M. Jules 
Simon. See in what terms he has shown, in a dis- 
cussion on public instruction, what influence the 
habitual reading of the Bible exerts in its progress: 
“Tt is certain,’ he said, “that reading is more uni+ 
versally diffused in Protestant than in Catholic coun- 
tries. I know the zeal which the Catholie clergy 
show in the propagation of schools; but this, I be- 
lieve, is the truth. The Protestants always have a 
Bible with them. In Protestant marriages, when the 
ceremony is ended, the pastor hands to each of the 
newly married a Bible which is given to them by 
the community. This is a deeply respectable and 
touching custom ; and if I dared give advice to the 
Catholic priests, I would say to them—I, a philos- 
opher, copy from the Protestants this charming cus- 
tom. When you have pronounced the marriage bless- 
ing, when you have completed this union, take from 
the altar this Book, sacred to almost all men—I will 
even say, sacred to all who know what is at once 
grand and sweet in morality thus taught—give them 
this Book, and say to them: ‘ Here is the rule, here is 
the law of God; and perhaps, in propagating moral- 
ity you will also propagate elementary instruction.” 

You see, dear sir and brother, that the priest and 
the philosopher among us sometimes agree in expect- 
ing great results from the study of the Holy Book. 
These, it is true, are only exceptions ; but exceptions 
of this sort are signs of the times. We are not, then, 
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at liberty to slacken our work; we must, on the 
contrary, extend it, and we thank your Society for 
its kind thought of furnishing us with the means for 
so doing. 

Circulation of the Scriptures in Russia, 

The extent to which the Scriptures may be circu- 
lated in Russia may be seen from a letter recently 
received by the officers of this Society from a gentle- 
man residing in St. Petersburg: 

With regard to the circulation of the Bible in 
Russia proper, the system of colportage is not in op- 
eration, only one colporteur being employed by our 
agency on account of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. I need scarcely inform you that the politi- 
cal and social condition of Russia is such as to pre- 
clude such undertakings by foreigners, as an exten- 
sive system of colportage. The synod of the Greek 
Church is doing a good deal to promote the circula- 
tion of its new edition; and this object, it, of course, 
seeks to obtain through the agency of the clergy. It 
would be highly desirable, however, that a native 
Russian Bible Society should be established here, 
more especially for the introduction of the Bible into 
prisons, hospitals, schools, ete. It is manifest, how- 
ever, that Bible circulation in Russia must go along 
with education and church reformation, and no very 
rapid progress in these respects is to be looked for. 


From the same gentleman we have since received 
the following, under date of April 1st, 1864: 


There is doubtless great room for the operation of 
Bible societies in Russia and Poland; but it is not 
easy, owing to the political arrangements preventing 
any great freedom of action, to make their assist- 
ance available. It is gratifying, however, to know 
that a very great change in the action of the author- 
ities has taken place within the last four years, in 
regard to Russia at least. Whereas formerly the 
only Scriptures permitted to be circulated were in 
the almost obsolete Slavonic type and dialect, a new 
and excellent translation of the New Testament in 
Modern Russ has been issued by the synod of the 
Greek Church. It is estimated that nearly three 
quarters of a million of copies, either of the whole or 
parts of the work, have been put into circulation, 
and the synod itself has been almost the sole agent 
in obtaining this result. The printing and issuing 
of copies still goes on, and there is every reason to 
suppose that it will be continued. There is scarcely 
any thing done, as yet, in the way of colportage. A 
beginning has been made, and you will be able to 
obtain a few interesting particulars from the forth- 
coming report of the British and Foreign Bible Soci- 
ety. We trust this work may increase ; but it can 
only assume a great extension in the hands of native

Syriac Bible on Mount Lebanon. 

Rev. S. H. Calhoun, missionary at Abieh, mount 
Lebanon, in Syria, writes : 

Our work is not at a stand-still. Though the re- 
sults are not all we could wish, we still see progress. 
We have in the seminary at present about thirty pu- 
pils, most of them young men, of whom we hope 
much good. Every morning I give them an hour in 
the Bible. The interest which they manifest in this 
study always cheers me. We often have students 
from places mentioned in the Bible; and this, in 


papal ecclesiastics here as elsewhere. 


connexion with the fact that the habits of the peo- 
ple here now are in very considerable measure as 
they were in the olden time, renders the explanation 
of passages often comparatively easy, and adds 
greatly to the interest. 

Still the spirit of the Scriptures can be apprehend- 
ed as well at the ends of the earthashere. The Bi 
ble is for the world; and I often wonder that Chris- 
tian people can live on with so little study of it. 
After a trial of fourteen years, during which I have 
given constant instruction from it to class after class 
of our pupils, I can testify that no study (and our 
studies are various,) excites so much interest as this 
of the Bible ; and no branch of study does so much 
to expand the mind as well as the heart. I do not 
see why it might not be introduced into most of our 
American institutions of learning. I cannot doubt 


that if the trial were fairly made, the result would 
be a conviction that the Bible is the book for such 
institutions.

other day a letter from a Maronite (papal) bishop, 
addressed to one of the more influential men of that 
sect on the mountain, who has two promising sons 


in our seminary, threatening him with excommuni- 
cation if he did not withdraw them. Happily one 


of the young men has, we hope, become a true Chris- 
tian, and both of them are anxious to remain. The 


father is unwilling to remove them, and we trust 


will continue firm in his purpose—American Mes- 


senger.

I found he had carried 
his wife’s photograph in the centre of the Bible, and 


| the Bible in the side pocket of his blouse. The ball 
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pierced it edgewise, cutting the photograph in two, 
and then glancing off, so that, as he asserted, it was 
the means of saving his life. I carefully closed it, 
and sent it as he,directed. I had no pocket Bible to 
give him, but gave him a Testament, which he said 
would do until his wife could send him another. 
To see a soldier with a well-worn Bible or Testa- 
ment is a pretty sure evidence that he loves his Sa- 
viour. The presence of our delegates inspires con- 
fidence among those soldiers who love the Bible and 
love to pray. Here is where the Christian Com- 
mission excels all other organizations in the army. 
They encourage the Christian soldier, and call the 
sinner torepentance. Just as’ soon as our soldiers 
get a little time to rest, they call for reading matier.

The Bible Cause in Illinois, 

The following auxiliary Bible societies in Tli- 
nois have recently held their annual meetings, viz. : 
Clay County, Fulton County, Griggsville, Hardin 
County, Knox County, Mercer County, Stephenson 
County, and Union County. They have eighty- 
seven branches, and report the visitation during the 
past year of 6,546 families; the circulation of books 
to the amount of $2,019 60, and the receipts from 
sales and donations to $4,858 59. 

During the month of June, the agents of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society and of its auxiliaries in Illinois 
travelled about 6,700 miles, visited 169 Bible socie- 
ties and 5,800 families, attended 167 Bible meetings, 
delivered 197 addresses, organized five new societies, 
initiated 620 local agents, wrote 611 letters, sent 
out 2,730 circulars, circulated personally 833 Bibles 
and Testaments, obtained 122 life membership notes 
amounting to $3,360, and other new subscriptions 
to the amount of $1,648 49, and received in cash 
$5,182 81.
